cient and economical operation required 
by the transportation act. It is not 
only for the purpose of enabling the 
railroads to achieve the earning power 
contemplated under that act but also 
in the interests of an ultimate reduc- 
tion in transportation rates to the pub- 
lic. 

“Last, but not least, it is in the in- 
terests of the men who work upon 
these railroads.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Shipping board vessels _ since 
Sept. 1 have shown a total operating 
loss per month of $3,872,000—a total 
of $15,488,000—according to estimates 
furnished the house appropriations 
committee in connection with hearings 
on the first deficiency appropriation 
bill, reported today.

FIGHT TO CHECK 
GROWTH OF NAVY 
Senators Take Word of 
Sea Veterans. | 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—[Spe- 
clal.J—After hearing the testimony of | 
naval experts in secret session, the 
senate naval affairs committee made it 
plain today that it has’ no sympathy 
for the Borah resolution calling for a 
cessation of naval construction for six | 
months. 

The witnesses before the committee 
were Admiral Coontz, chief of naval 
operations, and Admiral Taylor, chief 
constructor of the navy. They opposed | 
the. lution for two main reasons: — 

First, because it would save nothing | 
to the taxpayers. It would cost as 
much to suspend naval building for 
six months as it would to continue, they | 
contended, because contractors would | 
be able to collect large damag® claims 
against the government. a 

Capital Ships Not Obsolete. ) 

Second, because they see no need for | 
six months’ investigation of what con- 
stitutes a modern navy. They have’ 
been convinced by investigation al- 
ready made. that the capital ship is not 
obsolete and that the United States is 
making no mistake in carrying out its 
present program. 

The committee called upon the navy | 
department to prepare a report cov-) 
ering the questions raised by the reso- | 
lution. It also appointed a subcom. 
mittee consisting of Senators Poin- 
dexter, Washington; Lodge. Massachu- 
setts, and Smith, Maryland, to inquire 
further into the questiofi and to draft 
a report on the whole gubject for sub- 
mission to the senate. The whole com- 
mittee will meet again Thursday and 
may be ready to make its report to the 
senaté that same day. 

Separate Air Bureau Favored. 

As soon as the committee makes its 
report Mr. Borah will be prepareg to 
push another resolution for a thorough 
congressional investigation of the re-| 
quirements of a modern navy. He cop. | 
tends that certain competent American | 
naval officers, if placed under oath in | 
a congressional investigation, will tes- | 
tify that the day of the dreadnaught is | 
gone and that the United States should | 
turn its attention to the building and 
development of the submarine and 
naval aircraft. 

The naval committee itself took cog- 
nizance of the growing importance of | 
aircraft naval operatidns by ‘voting t8 
recommend passage of the Keyes bill 
creating a separate bureau of aero- 
nautics in the navy department.

Butterscotch Pie Filling. 


For Mrs. H. J. M., who wants a but- 
terscotch pie filling, I would recom- 
mend this: Two eggs, three-fourths of 
a cup of sugar,,a small piece of butter, 
two and one-half tablespoons of flour, 
three- 
fourths cup of hot water, five more ta- 
blespoons of sugar, and vanilla for fla- 
voring. 

Cook to a smooth cream the two egg 
yolks, well beaten, to which have been 
added the sugar and butter creamed 
together, the salt, flour, and hot water. 
Stir all the time while cooking. Cara- 
melize three tablespoons of sugar by 
stirring them all the time over the fire 
in a small frying pan. taking from 
fire about as soon as the sugar turns, 
as it so quickly burns after that. Add 
this to the hot cream, mix thoroughly, 
and add vanilla flavoring. 

Put the cream into a pie crust which 
has been baked, and over it place the 
two whites of eggs which have been 
beaten till stiff with two tablespoons 
of cold water sweetened with two ta- 
blespoons of sugar. Put in oven and 
bake until egg sets and browns lightly. 

Cane sirup may be used for the en- 
tire sweetening and the butterscotchi- 
ness of a pie filling or cooked cream 
pudding of this order. It is not quite 
so fine as when the sugar is perfectly 
caramelized to give the characteristic 
note, but it enables one to make a

OIL PRICES KEEP 
ON DECLINING 
ALL OVER LAND 


_Further cuts in the price of gasoline 
and oils were announced yesterday from 
Various parts of the country. In Mil- 
waukee three oil companies reduced the 
price of gasoline, naphtha, and kerosene 
1 to 2 cents, aecording to quality. The 
new price for gasoline is 25 cents a gallon 
for low test and 32.5 cents for high. One 
company quoted low test at 24 cents. 
This is the second reduction there in two 
weeks. 

In Kansas City, Mo., a reduction of 2 
cents to 23 cents for gasoline at filling 
stations was anno@nced. At St. Louis 
the price of gasoline declined to 24.4 
cents a gallon, a drop of 4.1 cents in the 
last week, which is said to be the great- 
est drop in any like period in forty*%years. 

In Salt Lake City retailers announced 
a cut in the price of gasoline from 34 
to 32 cents a gallon. 

Crude oil prices also continued to de- 
cline. The Midwest Refining and Ohio 
Oil companies, principal purchasers of 
Wyoming crude oils, announced a reduc- 
tion of 35 cents a barrel for all grades, 
bringing the price to within 15 cents a 
barrel of pre-war levels. The Ohio com- 
pany also reduced all Ohio grades of 
crf oil 25 cents a barrel to the follow- 

Lima, $3.23 a barrel; Princeton, 
$3.27; Wooster, $3.55, and Illinois, $3.27. 
The Gulf Pipe Line company cut its price 
on coastal crude oil 60 cents to $1.50 a 
barrel.
